CHRISTIANITY AMONG THE INDIANS 
OF NORTH AMERICA, 


Rey. G. A, ANDERSON 


(CONTINUED.) 

In 1873 Marquette left St. Ignatius :and 
proceeding from tribe to tribe he taught them 
Jesus, ‘‘God,” said he, ‘is no respecter of 
persons ; but in every nation, he that fear- 
eth him and worketh righteouness is ac- 
cepted with him.” The listening Indians, 
ignorant, degraded, wicked, gathered in 
constant groups around the fire in the ca- 
bin of the Christian teacher. And when 
he told them of that happy world where 
they shall hunger no more, neither thirst 
any more, and when God shall wipe away 
all tears from their eyes, the truth came 
home to their hearts and became its own 
witness, And yet here, as elsewhere, the 
gospel of Jesus found its enemies, With 
the Indians, as in every other place, there 
were those who did not wish to be holy. 
Phey hated a gospel which demanded the 
giving up of sin. These men with bloody 
tomahawks and gory scalping knives, and 
who from infancy had been practising the 
hideous war-whoop, denounced the Christian 
teacher as the Jews of old denounced the 
Son of God, erying out ‘crucify him.” 

Exposure and want of proper nourish- 
ment brought disease upon the good Father, 
his health failed rapidly, he too 
weak to hold his paddle, but reclin 
they pussed on from place to place in the 
bottom of the canoe with his head slightly 
elevated, so that he could seeall the beaut 
of the scenery through which they passed; | 
his talk was of heaven, he was cheerful ands 
happy.

Mississippi to Maine, and from Canada to 


| the Southern States. The French found 


the Algonquin Indians overshadowed with 
4 constant fear of the Five Nations. | 
he Long House of the Five Nations as 
they styled their country was well situated 
for far-reachiug conquests. It lay within 
the limits of rhe present State of New York. 
It was bounded on the north by Lake On- 
tario and the St. Lawrence, On the Kast 
by Lake Champlain and the Hudson River. 


| On the West by Lake Erie, which opened a 


gateway to the other great lakes ; and in 
the centre of their territory there was a net- 
work of smaller lakes and rivers. By means 
of these the Iroquois Indians with their

GOLDEN RODS AND SUNFLOWERS. 


J. P. McMurricn, Pu, D, 

Ere Summer's reign is fairly over Autumn 
Strives to assert her power, to force her 
claims to the throne of ture, and to 
strengthen her pretensions to soyereignty 
she sends forth her royal messengers clad in 
the splendour of royal colours. Golden-rods 
and sunflowers, brilliantly glowing, uss-rt 
with bold front and haughty mien tue rignts 
of their sovereign, while asters, rich in re- 
yal purple, more modestly, but none the less 
powerfully, aid in the struggle, ‘Uhrough- 
out the entire reign of their queen these sub- 
jects stand as ensamples of her splendour, 
and faithful to the end, enter into combat 
with hoar winter and strive to retain for 
their sovereign the passing crown. Truly 
they may be termed the royal flowers of au- 
tumn, and merit far more than the mere 
passing glance with which they are dismissed 
trom attention, 

Let us then examine more closely these 
loyal subjects of Pomona, let us ascertain 
Whether 4 minute inspection will not reveal 
hidden beauties far more wonderful than any 
apparent to the casual glance. The Gold- 
en-rod, the sceptre of the queen, offers itself 
first to our investigation, At first we notice 
only a feathery mass of gold, gracefully curv- 
ing as if bowing in homage to some unseen 
power. Observe more closely, and it will be 
seen that by this very curving the plant 
makes itself more conspicuous and attracts 
our attention more powerfully, for the flow- 
ers Which compose the shining mass are a 
ranged on one side only of the stem, and by 
the curvature the plant hides the barren side 
from our view and presents to us only its | 
more brilliant colours. Looking yet more | 
closely we see the golden mass to be made | 
up of a number of smaller flowers arranged 
one beside the other on the stem. Detach 
one of these masses and we find it again 
composed of several minute yet perfect How- 
erets, Wheels within wheels. These flower- 
are found 


to be as perfect as the most splendid morn- 
ing-vlory and resemble thatsplendid blosm not | 
alittle. We find a small green cup contain- 
ing a trumpet shaped golden cylinder within | 
which is contained the two-horned pistil— 
the protector of the embyro plants—sur- 
rounded by the orange stamens—the recep- 
tacles for the pollen which serves as the vi 
tul stimulus for the plsnt rudimsnt or ovule 
curtained within the pistil. Iu the morn- 
ing glory we have the same parts and no- 
thing more, the green cup-like calyx, the 
brilliantly coloured corolla, the reproduc- 
tive pistils and the fertilizing stamens ; yet 
how much more wonderful is the miniature 
blossom than the la and glarihg flower, 
wonderlul not only from its minuteness, but 
from the exquisite perfection and beauty of 
Surely, since so much of 


its completeness. 
the beauty of the Golden-rod is hidden from 
our view, the only purpose in nature of the 
plant cannot be the gratification of oursenses, 
Man in his egotism is too much disposed to 
imagine that every created object is intend 
ed for his delectation. Philosophers of old | 
held this idea and poets of our own time 
have not disabnsed their minds of it | 


* Full many a flower is born to blush unseen 
And waste its sweetness in the desert air.” 

“Waste its sweetness” forsooth! Utter | 
nonsense! ‘The beauty of the prairie flow 
ers waa not bestowed on the chance that a | 
human creature might happen to pass it by | 
ind admire its colors and its perfume, 0, | 
far more useful is its splendour, Let us en- | 
deavour to discover the purpose of the beau 
ty of the golden-rod, and so unravel the se 
cret of 80 much hidden beauty in Nature. 

In gathering our golden-rod we did not 
fail to notice the insects which lurked amid 
the blossoms, and with something akin to 
disgust we shook them off ere we began our 
examination. Here were a score of ants 
running rapidly from blossom to blossom, 
here a bug brilliant in gold and black, so 
closely imitating the colour of our flower 
shatit is not easily seen, and hovering round, |

Sir John Lubbock 
has shown us that bees have the faculty of 
distinguishing colours, and show a marked 
preference for the blue above all others, 
Weare entitled to believe that flies and 
ants have also the same faculty, and we 
may conclude that yellow may be ‘to many 
Shae methe faxociteco ndnotnece. sarily 

, g by experience how varied 
are the tastes of the human race, and of the 
higher grouys of animals, not only as to 
colour, but as regards all forms of aesthetic 
enjoyment, 

Our study of the Golden-rod has co far 

taught us one truth, that man is not the 
only being in the Uniy e, that he is net 
“monarch of all he surveys,” that there 
are other purposes in nature than his delec- 
tation, but we have not yet fathomed the 
Secret we set ourselves to discover, 
The k y to this secret is the natural be- 
nefit which the insect and plant render 
each other. This is one of the great prin- 
ciples of Nature—the interdependence which 
exists between all objects, animate and in- 
animate in the Universe, The plant is evi- 
dently useful to the insects, either yielding 
them food directly, or serving as a hunt- 
ing ground where they may find the prey 
suitable for their nourishment. The use- 
fulness of the insect to the plant is, however, 
not quite so apparent. To anderstand it, it 
must be known that under ordinary cireum- 
stances it is impossible for the pollen, con- 
taining the fertilizing element, to fall upon 
the pistil, and go stimulate to vital activity 
thevule. W ithoutthisfertilization the plants 
would soon become extinct, but it is left to 
the insects, in wandering from flower to 
flower to carry the pollen and deposit it 
upon the pistil and thus produce fer! 
Wonderfnl, indeed, are the arrangements by 
which the insect is compelled to perform 
this duty. The food for which it seeks 
is so placed that it cannot be reached with- 
out some of the pollen being brushed on the 
head and shoulders of the searcher and in 
visiting another flower the insect must ne- 
cessarily rub against the projecting pistils, 
and leave thereon some of the pollen, unwit- 
tingly producing a cross-fertilization, 

This then is the key which will explain to 
us all the peculiarities of the golden-rod, 
The flowerets have honey sought for by the 
insects stored away at the base of the tram- 
pet-shaped corolla, and the insect is obliged 
| to force its way past the pistil stamens in or- 
| der to reach it; the pistil branches at the 
top ind extends out so as to reduce the 
chances of the entrance of the insect with- 
out the deposition vf the pollen; the sta- 
mens froma projecting wing about half 
way down the trumpet, and the insect can- 
not pass them without brushing off some of 
the pollen. The entire floweret in fact has 
been highly adapted to insect fertilization. 
But it is not alone in the flowerets that we 
may perceive adaptation toward this end; 
| the whole flower showsit. It is to the flow- 
| er’s advantage to attract the ansects, dnd 
therefore it is to its advantage to be as con- 
spicuous as possible. Were the flowerlets 
which compose each little composite flower 
scattered irregularly, the plant would be 
less easily perceived, and its chances for re- 
production would be enormously diminieh- 
ed, We know plants which have flower: 
lets similar to the golden-rod, but in which 
they are not aggregated in branches, These, 
however, are neither as numerous, nor as 
prolific as the plants similar to the golden- 
rod, and one is justified in concluding that 
the ancestors of thegolden-sods and sunflow- 
ers also (for each of these consists of numer- 
ous flowerlets) had numerous small flowers 
more or less scattered along the stem, but 
in the course of time these became more and 
more aggregated, a comparatively early 
stage of the process having persisted in the 
second-cousins of the golden-rods, the ver- 
benas and vervains. ‘Those plants which by 
the aggregation of their flowers became 
more conspiucous, thus left more descend. 
ants to whom they trasmitted their peculi- 
arities, until at length these plants with 
composite flowers almost entirely displaced 
the orginal flowers, 

The golden-rods do not, however, present 
the highest degree of specialization in this 
direction. A much greater degree of ag- 
gregation is exhibited by such forms aa the 
sunflowers, and here too the conspicuous- 
neas is greatly increased by a Pee jar mo- 
dification of the outer flowers of the “head’’ 
as the composite flower is technically term- 
ed, Instead of being simply tubular as are 


the ‘‘dise’’ or central flowers, these outer 
or “tr flowers, ranged around the peri- 
phery the dise, leave the corolla greatly 
clongated on one side, and became ligulate 


or strap-shaped; and further, in many 
cases lose more or less completely the: 
producive organs, relinquish their part 
the perpetuation of the species, and act 
solely as ornaments for the more certain at- 
traction to insects which may serve as fer- 
tilizing agents for the unmodified dise flow- 
ers. In the vegetable economy, ns in our 
every day life, the principle of division of 
labor comes into action, resulting in the 
more rapid and perient accomplishment of 
object desired. Just ox in the communities 
of mankind certain individuals perform the 
duties necesss for the conservation and 
increase the energy and activity without 
which our social framework could not be 
upheld, others render social existence more 
harmonious and happy by compelling order 
and system, and by practising the arte 
which delight the senses and elevate the

Cows Hiding their Young. 

The instinct which prompts gregarious 
herbivorous animals to hide their young un- 
til they acquire strength to follow the herd 
is well known, Domestic cows will some- 
times do so until their calves are a week old, 
and there is a well grounded belief that 
young anima!s leave no scent, forhounds have 
been known to pass within ten feet without 
detecting the lair of the young fawn, Anent 
this, the following story of Texas life is told. 
I owned sixty-five acres of bottom land 
where the coarse, blue joint grass grew in 
canebreak-like rankness, My Texas cows 
chose this dense cover in which to bring 
forth their young, One Spring I knew that 
there were over twenty calves continually 
hidden in the grass on this bottom, Every 
morning cow after cow would slip out of the 
herd and disappear in the tall grass, after 
an absence of an hour or two they would 
return tothe herd, In the late afternoon 
they would again disappear, and rejoin the 
herd just about corralling time, When the 
calves were three or four days old their 
mothers would bring them into the herd, and 
their places in the grass would be occu- 
pied by younger calves, Oncs I desired 
to see the younger calves, and I rode 
into the grass to huntfor them. After an

The London Tower. 

In the future, it would seem, the Tower 
is to be, even more than in the past, one of 
‘*the sights o’ London,” It is to be divested 
entirely of its utilitarian character, The 
rifles in the Armory are to remain, but the 
whole of the large store of arms is to be re- 
moved to the central depot at Weedon. 
This, we are told, is in fulfilment of a desire 
that the Prince Consort had very much at 
heart—a desire that the Tower should be 
preserved wholly and simply asa building 
remarkable for its architecture and for its 
historical associations, In accordance with 
this view, the barrack and hospital stores 
were removed in 1869, and the acceutre- 
ments a few years after. The workmen, of 
course, went also, and now the building will 
be deserted, so far as permanent tenants are 
concerned, by all save the small garrison 
which has always been maintained there. 
The arrangement will probably meet with 
general approval, It is, perhaps, as well to 
separate in thiw case the practical and the 
sentimental elements, The maintenance of 
the useful functions of the Tower means, of 
necessity, wear and tear, to which it is, no 
doubt, desirable that the building should no 
longer be subjected, ‘There is very inuch to 
be said for keeping such famous old places 
asthe Tower in as perfect a atate of preserva- 
tion as possible, We can find plenty of 
localities for the storage of arms, but we 
cannot adequately repair any damage which 
may be done to our ancient historical land- 
mark, We can ‘‘restore” them in one

CHRISTIANITY AMONG THE INDIANS 
OF NORTH AMERICA, 


Rey, G. A. ANDERSON 


(CONTINUED.) 


The original Iroquois confederacy consist- 
ed of but five nations, the Mohawks, Onei- 
das, Onondagas, Cayugeas and Senecas, and 
as the Five Nations they were first known. 
They were afterwards joined by a tribe of 
similar speech to their own, the Tuscaroras, 
who lived further south, had been their al- 
lies in some of their wars, and who having 
been driven home in a war with some of the 
whites were received into the Long House 


as the Sixth Nation of the confede: In 
the Iroquois figure of speech the Mohawks 
rannaed the eastern door and the “as 


the western door of the house. The Iro- 
quois Indians believe in three sister deities, 
the Spirit of Corn, the Spirit of Beans, and 
the Spirit of Squashes, who guard over these 
fruits of the South. They dread the Spirit 
of Thunder; he is believed to be the mes- 
senger of the si yirit to punish those 
who offend hir ived, they say, under 
the Falls of Niags 

The Hurons were those among whom the 
Missionaries labored most successfully their 
home was on Lake Huron and the Georgian 
Bay. Here the Jesuits planted thejr chief 
missions, and here they had labored among 
the savages when they were dying of small- 
pox. The larger Huron towns bore the 
names of Christian Saints. A sort of head- 
quarters for the work had been planted in a 
central position and called Sainte Marie. 
Hear the priests had their storehouse, their 
permanent mission house and a pretty little 
church, which with its gaudy paintings and 
images was the wonder and delight of the 
Indians. Sainte Marie was fortified with 
stone walls, outside the walls there was a 
large palisaded pen containing bark build- 
ings which could accommodate many In- 
dians. Parkman says that at one time up- 
wards of six thousand Indians were encamp- 
ed above this town. Traces of the stone 
walls, palisades and canal built by the 
Jesuits upwards of two hundred years ago 
at Sainte Marie, now known as the ‘Old 
Fort,” a fag station on the Midland Rail- 
way in the township of Tay in Courty of 
Simcoe are still seen. Farmers in the imme- 
diate neighborhood at present claim to have 
fruit trees, the parent AS of which had 
been planted by the Jesuit Fathers; the 
writer has enjoyed at a friend’s house,/Mrs. 
H. Ross,jof Taytownship, apples of immense 
size, known as as the “Old Fort Apples.” 

In proceeding with this sketch of the in- 
troduction and progress of Christianity 
amongst the Indians of North America, and 
its subsequent adoption by the Iroquois, I 
shall refer to the destruction of some of the 
Huron villages by the Mohawks, who in the 
most barbarous manner put priests to death; 
and tothe evacuation of Sainte Marie by 
those} whowereleft, and flighttoIslands inthe 
Georgian Bay, now knownas the ‘‘Christian 
Islands,” or ‘Faith, Hope and Charity.” 

The Jesuits had gradually gained in 
influence, and had great hopes for their 
work among the Hurons. There were about 
18 priests, besides laymen and soldiers at- 
tached to the mission of Sainte Marie, some 
of the Fathers travelled to scattered mis- 
sions at various Indian towns reuniting at 
Sainte Marie ceveral times during the year, 
and returning there singly occasionally for 
meditation and spiritual refreshment. 

A constant petty warfare was kept up be- 
tween the Hurons and Five Nations. Hu- 
ron war-parties frequent went out never to 
return,and many’a night torture-fires burned 
within Huron villages, and a tumult of hide- 
ous sounds announced the slow death of an 
Troquois whose body perhaps was afterwards 
eaten. The influence of the Jesuits was 
not sufficiently stroug to admit of their 
interfering with this savage custom. Be- 
sides they had every reason to dread and 
hate the Iroquois, who had never shown the 
French colonistsjthe friendly side which they 
turned towards the Dutch and English. 
The Iroquois stood to the Jesuits in the 
place of Satan himself. 
avages of pestilence and 
ge of St. Joseph which 
lay on the south-eastern frontier of the Hu- 
ron country contained some two thousand 
inhabitants. The Jesuit Father Daniel had 
labored here four years. On his return to 
his labors after a short retreat at Sainte 
Marie in midsumer, he found the Indians 
nearly all absent, some trading, some hunt- 

f against the 
Iroquois, The Father had been holding 
mass early in the morning in his small cha- 
pel; suddenly cries of terror startled the 
congregation from its prayers, The Iro- 
quois were rushing from the forest and 
across the corn-fields to an opening in the 
palisade of the town. ‘The Father ran from 
the church to the palisides, and hurried 
forward those who could fight to the place 


md 


inspiring them with courage, 
promising them paradise if they defended 
their homes and their religion Then he 
wentfrom lodge to lodge calling on th 
heathen to repent. The few helpless peo 
ple crowded about him beysing to be saved 
He dipped his handkerchief in a bowl of wa 
ter which he caused to be brought to him, 
}and sprinkling it on the crowd baptized 
them. “Brethren to-day we shall be in 
heaven !” cried the brave priest again and 


again as he baptized the crowd, The town 
could not be defended; the palisades were 
fired and with whoops and yells like demons 
the Iroquois were inZthe town. 

“Fly! Fly!” said Father Daniel as he 
pushed before him his Huron friends, ‘1 
will stay here, we shall meet again in hea 


ven.” Many escaped through an opening in 
| the palisade opposite to that which the 
enemy had fired, The Priest might have 


escaped but he stood by his \duty awaiting 
martyrdom; for thought he there may be 
still dying souls to resouc He went to the 
| church where he found old men, women and 
children whom he baptized in a moment as 
|} he saw the soe uois approaching

CHANGES IN TH WEIGHTS 
MEASURES ACT, 


AND 


The following are the changes made in 
the act relating to we 


zhts and measures at 
the last session of the Dominion Parliament: 

The last’ paragraph of sub-section one of 
section 16, which declares two gallons shall 
be a peck, nt gallons shall be « bushel, 
and twenty gailons shall be a barrel is 
repealed, and the following only substitut- 
ed, Two gallons shall be a peck, and eight 
gallons shall be a bushel. 

It is also provided that; upon the first 
day of January, of the year 1886, section 17 
of the said act shall be repealed and the 
following substituted in lieu thereof. 

17. In contracts for the sale and delivery 

of any of ‘the undermentioned articles the 
bushel shall be determined by weighing un- 
less a bushel by measure is specially agreed 
upon, the weight equivalent to a bushel be- 
ing as follows; Wheat, 60 lbs.; Indian 
corn, 56 lbs.; rye, 56 lbs,; peas, 60 lbs.; bar- 
ley, 48 Ibs.; malt, 36 lbs; oats, 34 lbs.; 
beans, 60 lbs.; clover seed, 60 Ibs.; timoth 
seed, 48 Ibs; flax seed, 50 lbs.; hemp seed, 
44 lbs.; blue arass seed, 14 lbs.; castor 
beans, 40 Ibs.; potatoes, turnips, carrots, 
parsnips, beets and onions, 60 lbs.; bitumin- 
ous coal, 70 lbs. 
_ The only change in the above ia the fix- 
ing of a weight ae bituminous coal. The 
remainder of the section is new and is as 
follows. 

_2. Every person who violates any provi- 
sion of this section shall be liable, for a first 
offense, to a penalty not exceeding twenty- 
five dollars, and for each subsequent offense 
to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars. 

3. All apples packed in Canada. for sale 
by the barrel shall be packed in good and 
strong barrels of seasoned wood, made as 
nearly cylindrical as may be; the staves of 
such barrels shall be twenty-seven inches in 
length from croe to croe, with heads from 
sixteen and one half to seventeen inches in 
diameter; and such barrels shall be suffi- 
ciently hooped, with a lining hoop within 
tne chines, to be well secured by nails. 

2. Every person who offers or exposes 
apples for sale by the barrel otherwise than 
in accordance with the foregoing provisions 
of this section shall be liable to a penalty of 
twenty-five cents for each barrel of apples 
so offered or exposed for sale.

ATTEND TO THE FALL FEEDING. 


When the pastures begin to fall off some | 


extra food should be provided for al) the 
stock, but especially the cows. Horses are 
ys well cared for, but the cows are too 
1 neglected, both as to food, and a sup- 
ply of pure water, Those farmers who 
have provided some soiling crops, will find 
the benefit of the fresh, green fodder; those 
who have not, will see the disadvantage of 
season, It 
is very easy to secure this supply of food for 
the short season, very farmer has a neglec- 
ted piece of land, which brings in nothing, 
and which could be made to produce a very 
profitable crop of green feed. Such an op- 
portunity should not be neglected, Where 
the supply has been peered! a liberal feed 
should be given daily. It is a mistake to 
suppose that it is a waste of food, to feed 
liberally now, and that it is better to save 
the food for winter, and spare it at this 
season, When any animal is kept short of 
food, it goes back rapidly, and\ more food 
will be required to make up this dst ground 
than would have kept the animal in its nor- 
mal condition, This is especially true as 
regards swine; if these are permitted to fall 
off now, for lack of food, they will consume 
much more than the present gain, in recover 
Animals that are intended for 
fattening, should be kept on fall feed now, | 
ind those to be wintered over, should be 
it l condition.

THE HUNTINGDON TRAGEDY 


Mr. Jos, Tolloch, of Huntingdo: cous 
of Martain Archibald, laid fntormatleai be, 
fore John | - Hagerman, Justice of the Peace 
of Madoc Township, on Thursday 3rd inst 
who issued a warrant. for the arrest of Mrg 
Adams and her son Chas Adams, on achango 
of assault with intent to kill, Mrs adions 
and her son were ac ordingly placed under 
arrest and in the evening arraigned before 
John 8. Hagerman and Albert Chard, at 
Gardner's hotel, in the neighborhood of where 
le tragedy occured. Among the 
were Robt. Wood, Keeper arena ts 
gave evidence that the boy, Chas, Ads 
came to the hotel, and asked wiearts paced 
to his mother's where he found Archibald on 
the ground. That the boy said that he 
struck Archibald, and that Mrs. Adams 
said **come and take care of him for I don't 
know but that he is dead.” He, Wood 
then assisted Archibald to his hotel. James 
Benson, who lives about one hundred yards 
from the house, testified that he was called 
to go to Adams’, where he found Archibald 
on the ground, and at first thought he was 
dead. This was about the same time that 
Woods arrived. TI shook Archibald and he 
roused from his stupor. On being assisted 
to his feet he walked to the hotel, where he 
remained until his wounds were dressed, 
when he was conveyed home. The witness 
gave evidence as to Archibald’s peaceful 
disposition. Mr. Roy gave similar evidence, 
The prisoners were ‘committed to the Coun- 
ty Jail to await trial on the serious charge of 
murder, About noon to-day Constable C, 
Butler, of Stirling, arrived in the city hay- 
ing Mrs, Adams and her fourteen year old 
son in custody and turned them over to 
Jailor Appleby. The more that is learned 
of the case the more serious it becomes for 
Mrs. Adams. It appears that she does not 
bear a spotless character, and that Archi- 
bald had trequently frequented her house. 
On the Sunday morning that the assault was 
made Mrs, Adams could have effected her 
escape had she been so inclined. There 
were other doors than the one broken in by 
Archibald by which she could haye escaped 
tothe neighbors, It is inferred by many, 
from her informing the neighbors that she 
had killed Archibald, that she intended 
her assault tojbe fatal. Archibald s straw 
hat and coat which he wore at the time the 
assault was made, was brought to Belle- 
ville by the constable, The hat shows the 
cut from the axe, and the coat also has gap- 
ang wounds about the shoulder and back. 
Mrs. Mary Adams is a grass widow, of 
alight build. She hasa dark complexion 
and blue eyes. Altogether, she is not pre- 
possessing in appearance. Martin Archi- 
bald the victim of the assault, died at his 
home on the Madoc road, between 12 and 1 
o'clock this morning.— Belleville Intelligencer.

On the grounds there was a perfect city of 
tents all built in the early morning. 
All was in perfect order. Every thing ani- 
mate and inanimate seemed to know the 
proper place and to take it. Inside the can- 
vass the eyes and ears were ravished with 
strange sights and sounds. The mighty 
Jumbo and the herds of lesser elephants— 
the camels, lions, bears, tigers, leopards, 
zebras, buffaloes, mules, oxen and all the 
wonderful animals of the earth—the flocks 
of swans, pheasants, ostriches, eagles and 
birds of every name and nature—the dens of 
shakes, touds, lizards and creeping things.

Napolcon IML. and The Prince Emperial as 
They Appeai od to Archibald Forbes, 


It is an old story now, you willsay, this 
Second Empire; and why recall the half 
sombre, half-ludricrous memory? Ido not 
know that Ihave a validexcuse. Not many 
have had such stimulus of personal interest 
in the successive catastrophes of the late 
Napoleons as that which the chances of my 
profession have brought to me, 
Napoleon III, at the pinnacle of his hollow 
splendor. From the German picket-line of 
the August, 1870, I heard the distant 
cheering on the Spiehernberg that greeted 
him and the lad whom he had brought from 
Metz to recieve that day his baptism of fire, 
Agaio I-saw him on the morning after Se- 
dan, as the broken man—broken in power, 
in prestige, in health, in spirit—sat with Bis- 
marck 9n the grass plot in front of the 
weavers cottage on the Douchery road. 
Next morning I witnessed his departare in- 
to his Wilhelmshohe csptivity, I have 
seen him doddering about Brighton and 
strolling under the beech trees that encircle 
Chislehurst Common, And for the last time 
of all I saw that stolid, careworn face, as it 
lay on the raised pillow of the bier in the 
broad corridor of Camden place ; and when 
the face was no more visible I witnessed the 
coffin laid down in the little chapel among 
Chislehurst elm trees, I knew the boy of

the Empire when the shackles of the Empire 
had fallen from his limbs, and he was no 
longer a buchram creature, but a lively na- 
tural lad, My acquaintance endured into 
his manhood. When the twilight was fall- 
ing on the veldt of Zululand, and his day’s 
work in the staff tent was done, he liked, as 
it seemed to me, to gossip with one who 
knew the other side of the pictures about 
the early days of the Franco-German war— 
a war that had wrought at once his ruin and 
his emancipation.

As it was, he had moved in the 
world a live ghost. Better than this, surely, 
to beadead hero—to end the Napoleonic 
serio-comedy with his young face gallantly 
to the assailants, and hie life-blood drawn 
by the cold steel !”

Some Recent Inventions. 

Inventions multiply so rapidly in these 
days of sharp competition and acientific ac- 
tivity, that it would be in vain that any one 
should try to keep pace withthem. Of the 
Vast mass ofinventions, indeed—evenof those 
which are accepted by the Patent Offices, 
and for which patents are issued,—the world 
never hears anything. Many others, of real 
and practical value, quietly take their places 
among the implementa of the world’s work 
withoutattracting the notice of the general 
public. 

An annual exhibition is held in London, 
where models and specimens ot the most 
noteworthy appliances are displayed. In 
1883 the exhibition included all things relat- 
ing to fishes and fishing. Last year it em- 
braced discoveries and inventions for the 
care and preservation of health. The exhib- 
ition of this year, which began, as usual, in 
June, and lasts until late in the Autumn, is 
devoted to recont inventions. 

Some of the most curious and striking of 
the exhibits made in this exhibition may be 
profitably glanced at. 

One interesting machine is that which sep- 
arates the sweepings of engineers’ shops, 
picking out the iron scrapa from the brass’ 
thus enabling both to be utilized for further 
purpose. Another machine extracts gold 
from the ore by the application of electri- 
city. This is said to get twenty per cent. 
more gold out of thequartz than was pos- 
sible under the older process, 

Large guns used to be bored in such a man- 
ner that the metal excavated came out io 
shavings, and was for the most part useless. 
Buta machine was shown in London which 
bores a solid cylindrical core from the gun; 
sometimes cores thirty feet long are thus 
taken out, These can, of course, be used in 
many ways. 

A ship was displayed called an “‘aqua-ac- 
rial ship,” which, so the inventor maintaios, 
céamake the voyage across the Atlantic and 
back in less than a week, She is flat-bot- 
tomed and of slight draught, so as to skim 
over the water, instead of ploughing through 


it, 
The warlike contrivances shown were 


among the most interesting. There were 
guns which were capable of discharging one 
thousand bullets a minute, and which were 
also self-charging and self-discharging. A 
quick “ration-distributor” was also shown 
which would deal out rations in seven min- 
utes to half a regiment. 

Of course electricity played a prominent 
part in the jinventions of the year. It is 
used to find out just wherea bullet has 
lodged in a human body, without the painful 
application of probes; to light a lamp to be 
placed in the mouth, as an aid to the den” 
tist, and another lamp, by which the sur- 
geon can examine the interior of the patient 
upon whom he is operating ; and to convey 
parcels to a distance, in place of the slower 
express system, 

Other machines of interest were, one for 
cutting lines in wood engravings ; one that 
chops up blocks into kindling, gathers them 
into bundles, and ties them fat {the same 
time; one that makos thirty-eight square 
paper bags per minute ; and one that packs 
up grocer's goods at the rate of eighteen 
thousand parcels a day. 

These are only a few illustrations of the

have criticised, 

How To Cook Porators.—Don't peel your 
potatoes and throw away the best part of 
them, but prepare them nicely ‘‘ with their 
coats on,’ steam them until done; remove 
their skins with a knife and fork; place ina 
tureen or platter; spread butter on them 
quite froely ; sprinkle with salt and pepper + 
set in the oven one moment to melt the but- 
ter; then pour over them a liberal quantity 
of sweet cream ; serve immediately, 

Ay ApmrimanLe Potato Prppinc,—First 
boil two pounds of white potatoes, then peel 
and beat them ina mortar, small as not to 
be discovered what they are; then take a 
pound of butter and mix with it with the 
yolks of eight eggs and the whites of three ; 
beat them very well and mixin a pint of 
cream and half a pint of milk, a pound of re- 
fined sugar with a little salt and epice; bake 
it. 

A Wutrr’r Sirianve.—Beat a pint of cream, 
five spoonfuls of orange juice, the whites of 
two eggs, and three ounces of treble refined 
sugar together, with the whisk, till a good 
strong froth doth arise, then scum it, and put 
it into your glasses for use, 


A Qvakinc Puppinc.—Take a quart of 
cream and beat three or four spoonfuls of 
flour of rice, a penny loaf grated and seven 
eggs, then putin a little orange flower water, 
sugar, natmegs, mace and cinnamon, butter 
ye cloth and tye it up, but not to close; put 
itin when ye pot boiles, toil it one hour, 
then turn it outinto ye dish, stick on it sliced: 
citrons and pour over it butter and orange 
flower water, lemon juice and sugar. 


The Indians in Newfoundland. 


The Indians, who emigrated originally 
from Nova Scotia, live entirely by hunting: 
and trapping, by which they earn a good 
deal of money, and are inall respects more 
independent than the white trappers, whom 
they hold in supreme contempt, They are 
far better hunters and trappers, and are not 
to be excelled at lumbering, boat-building, 
poling up rivers, and all the incidents of a 
backwoodsman's craft. They know every 
inch of the country, and will follow a trait 
with the sagacity of an animal; and asa 
rule are fairly sober and honest, although 
they have the credit of being exactly the re- 
verse, The Indian leaves his home in early 
spring, and takes to tha woods in quest of 
beavers, otters, foxer,and martencats, Bea- 
ver skins pay best, as they are most plenti- 
ful, a good trapper being able to kill as many 
as thirty to forty ina week, and probably 
average two a day through the season. 

The Government offers a reward of twelve 
dollars for each wolf-skin ; but itis not often 
claimed, owing to the extraordinary sagacity 
of the animal, which makes it difficult to 
shoot, trap, or poison him, Ibelieve also 
that wolves are scarce, I have seen their 
tracks, but I have never come across one of 
them, 

Having obtained all the skins he can pack 
on his back or stow in his canoe, the Indian, 
as the winter draws near, establishes himself 
on the banks of a lake where tho deer are in 
the habit of crossing in their annual migra 
tions from north to south ; he then kills what 
he wants for-_his winter's supply of meat, and 
makes tracks for homo, whore he disposes of 
his furs to the traders in exchange for pork, 
flour, tea, molasses, tobacco, and such like 
necessaries of life, The Indians are often 
accused of slaughtering deor and beaver Ina 
wholesale way, but of this I feel contident 
they are guiltless, These animals supply 
them with food, and they could not exist 
without them; therefore it is their intorest 
to protectthom, and they only kill what they 
require, Not so the white settlers, who 

openly boast of the number of door thoy 
slaughter, for the sake of their horns and 
skin, in the winter time, whon the poor an- 
imals aro half-starved,

The deaths from this pestilence 

in Italy during 1884 were computed at 10,- 

00; but already during the present season 

those of Spain have been eight times as 
ny. Itis further evident that in spite of 

nodern experience and appliances the pre- 
Mat visitation of cholera in Europe is one of 
he most destructive ever known, 

The persistence of the epidemic and its 
atly increased fury during the present 
son are very suggestive, The notion that 
cause cholera did not reach Hagland and 

America last year, and has thus far not 
tached these countries during the present 
year, there is now leas likelihood of its at- 
oking them, is not in accordance with his- 
oric facts. The conception ofits progress 
being like that of fire on the prairie, which 
tly passes and leaves its ruin wrought, 
Rwholly erroneous, When it once gains a 
bothold in a country it invariably occupies 
for several years, breaking out again and 
gain in the same or somefresh quarter. Be- 
e several of its visita to America it had 
iret ravaged Karope during several succes- 
fe years, 

Thus the epidemic of 1832, the first that 
iicted America, had been raging in Eur- 
e nearly two years before it crossed the 
lantic, It appeared first at Moscow on 
p 28th of September, 1830, During the 

btire year 1931 it swept all Europe east of 
lhe Rhine, causing probabiy 100,000 ‘deaths 
In Germany alone, In 1832 it spread over 
Great Britain and France, and the deaths in 
ithe latter country were estimated at 120,000, 
Tt was during this second year of its Karo- 
pean course that it found its way to Ameri 
ta, 

In likemanner the second American epidi- 

mic, that of 1848, had broken out half a doz-

ly battle followed with knife and toma- 
hawk. In the thickest were the two priests, | 
the iron-framed Brebeuf, and ‘his delicate | 
brother Lalemant, one baptizing and the 
other giving absolution. At last the battle | 
was over. Only a few wounded warriors 
and the two priests remained as prisoners. 
The lodges with what helpless inmates hed 
been left were soon in a blaze. The two 
Jesuits were doomed to die by the most ex- 
cruciating tortures that savages could de- | 
vise, Slow fire, scalding water, the knife,red 
hot irc birch bark gummed to the skin, | 
all these were put to the indomitable Bre- 
beuf to make him utt groan, but it was 
of no use. The martyr defiant, unflinching 
among his brutul tortures was a wonder even 
to the eyes of savage courage.

ona fortune. In most cases the “find” 
tempts the finder to add another to the 
thousands of illustrations of the fact that 
that which is gained without labor is spent 
without thought, 

A gentleman of large experience in the 
Australian gold fields says that almost the 
only instance he ever knew where an uned- 
ucated man did not receive more harm than 
good from finding gold was the following : 

A man who had been a few months in the 
colony, and had supported himself by digging 
in a garden, went up to the ‘‘diggings,’ 
He knew nothing of mining, and could hard- 
ly tell quartz from common rock, Within 
two weeks he stumbled upon a nugget of 
pure gold, weighing seventy ounces, That 
very day he started back tothe const, as if 
in a hurry to get away from the mining dis- 
trict. On reaching a seaport, he ongaged 
passage for England on the first boat, and 
went home to enjoy the profits of his brief 
mining exp*dition, 

As an offset to this rare case,the gentleman 
mentions several cases in which men were 
ruined by their suddenly-acquired wealth. 
Four sober, industrious men worked a claim 
in partnership, They struck gold, and in 
a few weeks took out one hundred thousand 
dollars apiece, But in two years three out 
of the four died drunkards, and the fourth 
lost every penny of his fortune by prospect- 
ing for gold and buying unprofitable claims, 

A blacksmith dabbled in mining, and got 
into debt. One day he struck gold. He 
worked on, and was soon in the receipt of 
twenty-fivehundred dollarsa day. His claim 
continued to ‘pan out” better and better, 
until no one, not even himself, knew how 
much he was worth, The man had the stuff 
in him out of which a noble character might 
have been formed, He taught himself to 
read and write, and for a season went on- 
ward fitting himself tobecome a good citizen, 
and a safe man of business, 

Bat madness was ia his blood, He took 
to wild speculation in gold mines, set upa 
racing stad, “‘bulled” and “‘beared” the wheat 
market, and went into everything which ad- 
mitted of gambling. The nervous strain 
tempted him to brace himself with stimu- 
lante, He became a drunkard, and in a few 


years was gazetted as a bankrupt,

The Apaches are the most subtle Indians 
onthe American Continent, Time and again 
have they outwitted the veteran campaign-

rier- pigeons, Nour-ed-deen Mahmoud, a 
Mahometan ruler of Syrla, established a 
regular pigeon postal service, which was 
kept in good running order by general subsi- 
aies from 1145 to 1174 A. D, When Louis IX, 
invaded Egypt in 1249 his arrival at Dami- 
etta was made known to the Sultan at Cairo 
by messages carried by pigeons, When 
Haarlem was besieged in 1573, William of 
Orange sent out a homing pigeon which was 
unfortunately captured by the Spaniards, 
who thereafter tried to kill every bird that 
came within gan-shot of their camps 
Pigeons were much used in the French war, 
in the early part of this century, and bank- 
ers used the birds to convey to one another 
“pointers” onthe state of the markets, 
On the Egyptian temple of Medinet Haboo 
are sculptured the possessions in honor of 
coronation of that father of people, Ramezes 
ves I1J., and among the other figures those 
of priests liberating carrier pigeons which 
shall speed the news to all parts of the 
earth. In 1849 Reuter used these birds to 
bridge over the gaps in his telegraph liner. 
Before the siege of Paris, in the Franco 
Prnssian war, strenuous efforts were made 
by pigeon fanciers to get the French Govern- 
ment to allow large numbers of outside 
birds to be brought into the city and city 
birds to be taken out into the country that 
continuous communication might be kept 
up in case the city was blockaded. But the 
Government feared treachery and actually 
made the bird a contraband of war, Con- 
sequently, when the Prussian lines were 
drawn about the city the only way was to car. 
ry the pigeons out intothe country in balloons, 
In this way 363 were taken out, and fifty of 
them returned safely, bearing photographic- 
ally reduced copies of lettera und news- 
papers. In the slang of the day, however, 
the Prussians ‘‘caught onto this little 
scheme,” and organized a corps of trained 
hawks which killed off the pigeon scouts, 
The flying of pigeons has now become the 
National sport of Belgium, and has spread 
allover Europe and England,

CHRISTIANITY AMONG THE INDIANS 


OF NORTH AMERICA. 


Rey. G. A. ANDERSON 


(CONTINUED.) 


In this they were 
Reverend Mr, Freeman, of Schenectady, 
who had been employed by the Earl of 
Bellamont in teaching the Indians, He had 

ly translated into the Mohawk lan- 
guage the Gospel of St. Matthew and other 
select pages from the Old and New ta- 
ments, and also portions of the Litir y. Se- 
veral chapters of the Bible were printed at 
the expense of the S. P. G. in 1714 together 
with the whole morning and evening ser- 
vice, the Litany and Catechism, and some 
simple family Prayers, fter instructing 
the Indians for some time Mr. Andrews 
baptized a number of them, but many of his 
flock grew weary of restraint, and in the 
course of their hunting expeditions, which 
often lasted several months, they forgot 
much of what they had learned. They hee 
radually inditfer and when their 
y offered to visit them they posi- 
tively forlad him. They refused to go to 
chapel, and thé children left off attending 
school. Mr, Andrews and his fellow-la orers 
the interpreter and the schoolmaster, were 
even in danger of their lives when they left 
the fort, and the mission was abandoned in 
the year 1718, However, the work among 
the Mohawks was renewed in 1736 by the 
appointment of the Reverend H Barclay, a 
young man of great zeal. 
interest them, and in a short time a great 
reformation of manners was effected. It 
Was astonishing to witness the progress of 
the youth in learning to read and write in 
their own language. All the young men 
from 20 to 30 years of age regularly attend 
ed the schoul, and would fleave frolic rather 
than lose a lesson Doring Mr. Barclay’s 
residence in the edition 
of the Book of Common Prayer was publish- 
ed, dated at New York 1769, 
the Communion office with that of Baptism, 
Matrimony and Burial of the Dead, 

In 1770 the Society for the Propagation of 
the Gospel sent out the Reverend John 
Stuart, who took up his residence at Fort 
Hunter.

SIGNS OF THE WEATHER. 


Mow to Forecast Storm or Sunshine, 


Stadying the weather is an occupation of 
which mankind never tires, In tho spring, 
th) importance of knowing what the wea- 
thor may bring forth is of sorious interest, 
Tho weather is the farmer's stock in trado, 
How estimates it carofully and invests in as 
fall a supply of prognostics as his shrewd- 
ness can provide, He plants and sows with 
an anxious look at the clouds rolling by ; ho 
plowawith an eye upon the weather signals 
and he takes his chances with frost as spec 
ulatora do with reportsof a European war, 
Frequently the farmer who has pinned his 
hopes on a cert»in phase of the weather be- 
comes alarmed and immediately the whole 
country is agitated because the peach buds 
are frozen, the young wheat is killed by 
drouth or the “crops” have all been blight 
ed by combination of all sorta of weather, 
It is of no use for the farmer to try to change 
the subject of the weather, because he has 
hitched his wagon to a cloud. And it is 
almost as difficult for less interested men to 
keep their minds off the weather ina var- 
iableclimate, Before the age ef a acientific 
study of the weather, all the men were more 
or less seers and prophets of the cloud 
changes, but since the establishment of wea- 
ther bureaus the majority have become su- 
pine, depending upon the weather clerk for 
information. 

A review of some of the weather proverbs 
is a useful preparation for spring aud sum- 
mer, Tne most reliable of the cloud pro- 
verbs is the old 

Mackorel scales and mares’ tails 
Make lofty ships carry low sails, 

If when looking at the soft cirrooumulus 

clouds you 
See clouds look aa if scratched by a hen 
Got roady to reef your topaalle then, 

These common proverbs are to be depend- 
ed upon: 

Red clouds at sunrise indicate a storm, 

If long stripes of clouds drive at a slow 
rate high in the air, and gradually become 
larger, the sky having been previously clear 
xpect rain, 

f you see clouds going cross wind, there 
is a storm in the air. 


Whea tne wind is in the south 
It ig in the rain’s mouth, 


The proverbs that signify rain are nat- 
urally more numerous than those which 
mean pleasant weather, because they are 
warnings and suggest preparation. ‘Is it 
going to rain?’is always an anxious ques- 
tion, and especially in the spring when the 
clouds are most capricious. Although. 

When the wind ia in the caat 

'Tis neither good for man or beast, 
rain clouds are by no means unwelconed. It 
is good for man and the earth to receive the 
water from the clouds frequently and a 
rainy day in four is the Canadian supply 
which mellows man’s nature and makes 
him less sharp. Bat when one wishes to 
start on an excursion or on travels, the fair 
weather may be studied from the clouds 

If the windjfollows the{sun’s course, expect 
fair weather, 

This ‘* veering with the sun” is often ob- 
vious and scientifically explained ‘‘in an- 
ticyclones, “local currents of air, probably 
due to unequal heating of sea and land, can 
ovérride the general circulation of the at- 
mosphere in this country.” 

If woolen fleecos spread the heavenly way 
Be sure n» rain disturbs the summer day. 
is a poetically expressed siga of the weather. 
If the sky beyond the olouds fs blue, 
Bo glad, there 1s a picnic for you. 

When there is enough clear sky to patch 
a Dutchman's breeches, expect fair weather. 

A very common sign is : 

Evening red and morning gray 
Will set the traveller on way. 

Clouds in the east, obscuring the sun, ia- 
dicates fair weather, 

Soft, undefined and feathery clouds indl- 
cate fair weather. 

The preverbs on wind may be regarded as 
a corollary to the cloud proverbs, and there 
are many energtic sayings from all sources, 
making achoice difficult. 

If the wind |s north eas t three days without rain, 
Eight days will pass before south wind agaia. 
The sharper the blast 
The sooner 'tis past. 
gives consolation and hope to the sufferers 
in a squall, 
North and south sign o’ drouth, 
East and west sign o' blast. 

If the wind be hushed with sudden heat 
expect heavy rain, is of similar import with 
the proverb which is often applied to affairs 
of men: Always a calm before a storm. 

“Do business with men when the wind is 
in the northwest” contains a fund of earth” 
ly wisdom, because men’s tempers are sup- 
posed to be best ona clear day unless the 
number of clear days has become a drouth. 

If the wind increases during a rain, fair 
weather may be expected soon, 

Northwost wind brings a short storm ; 
A.northeast wind brings a long storm, 

Besides theclouds, the sun, moon, stars, 
mists and fogs exert their influence upon 
the weather, so that if one kind of signs 
fails another can be the exception. Some 
of these proverbs are very expressive, What 
can be more apt than the phrase: 

“A red sun has water in his eye,” 


poe well knowa sayings can be review- 
ed: 

As the days begin to shorten, 

Tho heat begins to scorch them, 

If the sun burn more than usual, or there, 
be a halo around the sun in fine weather 
**wet” 

This is akin to the saying : 

When the sun burns more than usual, 
rain may be expected. And the meaning 
that a day is too fine to lastis directly sup- 
ported by scientific observation, which finds 
that in the rear of the retreating depression 
the weather is to beautifulto endure. Dar- 
ing this weather there is often great visibil- 
ity with a cloudless sky. The further the 
sight the nearer the rain, Itis well known 
that a solar halo indicates bad weather, 
that eun drawing water indicates rain, that 

Between the honrs of ten and two, 
Wili show you what the day will do,*~ 

Although the appearance of the sun indi- 
cates many portents, and scientific men of 
to-day are endeavoring to discover the influ- 
ence of the sun spots and sun changes upon 
the weather, the mysterious moon has al 
ways had the confidence of the world in re- 
gard to hor influence upon the climate. Sav- 
age tribes sang their songs and danced their 
dance to this divinity, and believed she ex 
erted powerful effects upon their actions, 
With this ancient devotion it is natural 
that many superstitious beliefs abounded, 
some of which have come downto these 
sclentific times. The prognostics regard- 
ing the moon on Saturday or any other day, 
or those about different changes in a certain 
month, have a tinge of superstition that

BEHIND THE BARS. 


Thrilling Incidents of Uife ina Great Pri. 
som. 

Men who have not visited great peniten- 
tiaries have little idea of the horrors of pri- 
son life. A short time agoa party of men, 
more or less known in New York, ran up to 
Sing Sing, for a visit to the famous prison. 
As an instance of the entire ignorance of the 
excursionists, it my be stated that every] _. 
member of the little party thought that wm 
women as well as men, were confined ‘* up 
the river,” 

It is enougn to sadden any man to look at 
the fifteen huodred desperate looking 
wretches at Sing Siog. hey are close 
shaven, down-trodden, apparently hopeless, 
and utterly discouraged. They are not al- 
lowed to speak a word to one another under 
the severest penalties, and they work away 
with a dogged discontent that a man who 
has once seen them never forgets. It was 
rather impressive in itself to be among fif- 
teen hundred men for hours, and not hear a 
single one of their voices. 


The abuses of Sing Sing have often been 
exposed and investigated, bat there is still 
room for improvement. While I was there, 
& poor, round-shouldered, sallow, and uno- 
healthy looking convict, was brought in 
from the iron fonodry.

BETTER ROADS. 


Sept. 22nd, 1885, 
To the Editor of the Tribune. 

Sim,—I am delighted to know that there 
is at last some probability of a market be- 
ing established in your village. This will be 
boon to the farming community, and at 
the same time will be of great benefit to your 
storekeepers and owners of property, as 
many farmers now go to Napanee or Belle- 
ville who would take their produce to De 
seronto if there was a market. Not ouly is 
it beneath a man’s dignity to be peddling 
from house to house, but farmers cannot af- 
ford the time to do so, and they therefore 
prefer to go where they can more readily 
dispose of what they have to sell, 

But, Mr, Editor, to get to your market 
We need roads, and the road (sic) ma ay of 
us have to travel, viz.: the Boundary is lit- 
tle better than a ploughed field. From the 
Gravel Road to the bridge over the creek it 
is excellent, but from the creek to the old 
York it is execrable and varies with the 
weather and the seasons, at one time being 
a sea of mud, at another a series of ruts and 
hillocks, Can you not wake up the respon- 
sible parties toa sense of their duty to the 
public? Or are there no responsible parties 
in the matter? Being between two counties 
the probability is that each party thinks 
that the other should do the work, and so 
between the two stools the travelling public 
come to the ground or rather the mud. 

But, sir, you have an alternative road 
and can be quite independent of the other 
party. <A little to the west of Deseronto is 
« road which at present leads to nowhere in 
particular, but which should be your prin- 
cipal road from and to the country north of 
you. From the Grayel road to Deseronto 
by this road the distance is only about two 
miles and a half, The two ends are opened 
out and used for traffic, but a small portion 
(less than half a mile) is kept closed, and 
this by one man who does not see fit to ut 
i fence on-his farm. Now I think the De- 
seronto people would find it to their advan- 
tage to have this road opened up, not only 
to the Gravel road but right back, It would 
be the most direct means of communication 
with the great portion of Tyendina a,and as 
many of them are probably unaware of the 
existence of such a read, I bring the fact to 
your notice,

How Lives are Saved. 


The method usually adopted of saving 
lives from shipwreck, may be best under- 
stood by supposing an actual case and des- 
cribing the operations of the surfmen, 

If the sea will permit, the people on the 
vessels are brought ashore in the ‘‘surf-boat.”” 
Ifa high seais running, however, this is 
rendered impracticable, recourse is had to 
the ‘*Breeches Buoy.” : 

When the digcovery of a wreck is announc- 
ed at the station, all the apparatus is car- 
ried along the beach to the point nearest the 
wreck, Tho Lyle gun, asmall brass cannon, 
which weighs one hundred and seventeen 
ounds, is loaded with powder, 

Then into its mouth is slipped a long steel 
“projectile,” to the outer end of which is 
‘attached a light but stout line, called the 
“shot line,” 

Then the gunis aimed and fired. The 
projectile followed by the long cord flies ont 
toward the wreck, passes over it, and drops 
into the sea, and the ‘‘shot line” falls on 
deck, Thus the first means of communica- 
tion is established between the wreck and 
the shore

SLAUGHTER OF CHINAMEN, 


The Terrible Tragedy at the Union Pacific 
Mines in Wyoming. 


A glance over the battle ground reveals 
the fact that many of the bullets fired at the 
fleeing Chinamen found their mark. Dying 
in the smouldering embers where Chinatown 
stood wereten charred trunks, while another, 
which had evidently been dragged from the 
ashes by hoge, was found in the eage brush 
near by. A search resulted in the finding of 
the bodies of five more Chinamen, killed by 
rifle shots while fleeing from their pursuers, 
All were placed in pine coffins and buried, 
Some six or eight others were found serious. 
ly wounded, and were cared for by the rail- 
road officiale. Reports from along the line 
of the railroad are to the effect that China- 
men have been arriving at small stations 
east and west, and they say that a large 
number of the fugitives were wounded in 
the recent attack, and that many have per- 
ished in the hills, Itis feared that no less 
than fifty lost their lives, 

This trouble bas been brewing for months, 
The contractors who run the mines have 
been importing Chinamen in large numbers 
and discharging white men, until over 600 
Celestials were in their employ. It is said 
that mine bosses haye favored the Chinamen 
to the detriment of white miners, and it need- 
ed only a spark to kindle the flames, This 
was furnished by a quarrel between party 
of Celestials and whites in mine No. 6, over 
their right to work in acertein chamber. 
A fight ensued and the Chinemen were worst 
ed, four of them being badly wounded, one 
of whom has since died. The white miners 
then came out, armed themselves with fire- 
avms and notified the men in the other three 
mines to come out, 

Meantime allwas excitement in China- 
town. The flag was hoisted asa warning, 
and the Chinese working in different parts 
of the camp fled to their quarters, The 
miners gathered on the front streets, about 
100 of them armed with guns, revolvers, 
hatchets and knives, and proceeded toward 
Chinatown, Before reaching there they sent 
& committee of three to warn the Chinamen 
to leaveinan hour. This they agreed to do, 
and started to pack up, but in about half an 
hour the white men became impatient and 
advanced upon the Chinese quarters, shout- 
ing and firing their guns intotheair. With- 
out offering resistance, the Chinese fled, with 
whatever they could snatch up, to. the hills 
about a mile east of the town, the miners fir- 
ing at them as they ran, The miners then 
set fire to some of the houses, and soon eight 
or ten of the largest houses were in flames, 
Half choked with fire and smoke, numbers 
of Chinamen came rushing from the burning 
buildings, and with blankets and bed quilts 
over their heads, to protect themselves from 
sony rifle shots, they followed their retreat- 
ing brothers into the hills at the top of their 
speed, A laundry in town was next visited, 
and the inoffensive inmates were shot dead. 
All the employees of the coal department of 
the railroad were ordered to leave town, 
which they did on the evening train. Dar- 
ing the night all the Chinese houses in town, 
numbering nearly fifty, were burned to tke 
ground. A number of Chinamen who were 
hiding fled from the burning buildings. 

The miners are entirely unorganized in 
the crusade, and, although a large number 
of them are Knights of Labor, the move was 
not made under their directions, The miners 
have not been working since the riot. Busi- 
ness is almost suspended, and everything is 
quiet,

NEWSPAPER READING. 


Education and Intelligence Increasing the 
Demand. 


This is emphatically a reading age, Re- 
latively with our enlarged educational facili- 
ties the reading public has increased in 
number, Where heretofore those who could 
not read were in the majority, the rule has 
been reversed, and now a person who can- 
not read is regarded as a curiosity, but yet 
deserving the sincerest sympathy, In every 
department of life tie demand for newspaper 
reading is ever on the increase, The boy at 
school, the young man in the workshop or 
in the office, the young girlin domestic service 
or behindthe counter, the master at thedesk 
and the mistress in the parlor, all look with 
equal eagerness for the regular appearance 
of the local journal. To supply the grow- 
ing demand for newspaper reading the city 
dailies publish large weekly editions, made 
up almost entirely of the matter which ap 
pears from day to day in the daily, These 
weekly reprints of the great dailies are sup- 
plied at such a ridiculously low subscrip- 
price as threatened at one time to totally ex- 
tinguish the local country sheet, which could 
never afford to furnish the quantity of read 
ing matter given in the large foreign week- 
lies, To meet the difficulty which here 

resented itself, the ready-print system was 
naugurated. Firms were established which 
make a specialty of furnishing to country 
publishers ready-printed sheets, containin; 
the essence of each week's happenings, an 
clippings from sources APIA only to a 
large city publisher. 


This system has rapidly grown in public 
favor, until, in the Dominion at least three- 
fourths of what are known as the country 
press are published on the auxiliary plan, 
The Brel aclons which once existed against 
the ready-print system have entirely disap- 
peared, and proprietors find that in order 
to compete with contemporaries using the 
system, and with the city dailies, and to 
ensure o profit at the end of the year, they 
must comply with the inevitable and adopt 
ready-printed sheets, 

Some idea of the popularity which this 
system has attained with country readers 
will be gained when we state that o firm in 
Toronto supplies between one and two 
hundred publishers with ready-printed pa- 
pers. Todo this three separate and distinct 
oditions are issued every wook, containing 
matter ontirely different oach from the other, 
and the system is becoming so general that 
those who hayo, from prejudice or other 
cause, heretofore refrained from adopting it, 
find it necessary to do so to maintain thoir 
circulation and give satisfaction to their pa- 
trons,

THEIL 1AN EMPIRE. 


Some of the Objections Britons Have to 
Living There. 

Arecent writer on {Kast Indian medical 
jurisprudence presenta the Indian Empire 
as nota very pleasant couatry to live in 
“Corpses and skoletons may be met any- 
where in a district without exciting lively 
interest. Hindus, who are too poor to afford 
tirewood for the cremation of their relatives, 
apply a torch fora moment to the mouth 
and then with an invvcation to Hari, hurl 
the dead body into the nearest stream, It 
soon rises and floata down to be gnawed by 
shrimps and fishes, or it is stranded to be 
eaten by jackals, Travellers are taken ill 
on the round in a strange province and die 
without a soul to care for them, All that 
the residents of the nearest village are anx- 
ious for is that the discovery of the corpse 
within their area of limits shall not give 
rise to troublesome inquiries and form an 
admirable basis for an unfounded charge of 
murder.” The processes of an inquiry into 
the causes of such deaths are embarrassed 
by the customs of the natives and their 
hereditary mode of thought. The officials of 
police are designated as myrmidons and 
harpies,” 

In India, as elsewhere, it is possible to 
pass admirable legal enactments and quite 
another thing to get them carcled out 
“Everywhere caste, interest and wealth 
intervene, The touch of a dead body is 
polution toa Hindu, And why should any 
Brahman care for the disasters of a Sudra, 
or a Mohammedan for the visitation which 
has befallen a whole Hindu agricultural 
saste?’ Nobody thinks it a duty to arrest 
a murderer. It is the interest of many a 
peaceable, well-disposed and unoffending 
villager to get rid at once of any trace ot 
crime, or what way be made to have an ugly 
criminal appearance, The witnesses sum- 
moned have peculiar ideas of what their 
testimony should include. One is recorded, 
and there are probably more of the same 
sort, in which the witness candidly admitted 
that he came to supply the place of a friend 
who had fallen sick. It was a case of high- 
way robbery, and the substitate declared 
that the facts alleged were perfectly true 
“and notorious to the whole village.’ The 
verdict in the case is not atated, But the 
inquiry suggests itself weather the testi- 
mony was less conclusive than that on which 
many @ poor wretch is lynched in a com- 
munity claiming to be civilized.
